Posey had lived .there about three 
years, and that during that time the 
house ‘was visited at all hours of the 
| day and night by automobile parties, 
and that the sound of carousing 
there was freqyent. 

The neighbors complained to the 
police repeatedly up to a year and a 
half ago, they said, but the com- 
plaints had so Httle effect that they 
gave it up, and sounds of disorder 
continued to come from.the house. 
One neighbor told of hearing. three 
shots fired there in October.

Today I 
am ashamed to explain what it was.

It is 
bad for us. After all, the world needs 
all our aspirations and new resolves 
to be of some good to ourselves and our 
kind. When some giant among us 
like Mr. Ford discourages us all with 
inevitable comparison with what he 
is doing along the same lines the world 
loses something from the possible sum 
of human endeavor. That is why I 
want to organize a Society for the 
Preservation of New Heart at New 
Year's. I want Mr. Ford waited on, 
that it may be explained to him how 
he keeps all the rest:of us discouraged 
ata time when we might otherwise do 
a little something for ourselves and 
others. I want the society to induce 
him to make his annual report on the: 
first of July. That is a season when 
our own courage is about as low’ as 
it gets, and his report can’t hurt us. 

“It ought to be possible for Mr. 
Ford to be successful without making 
all the rest of us unsuccessful. That 
is the spirit of the new freedom.”

This Spirit is eloquently typified in a 
trio of paintings by Mr. Frank Nuder- 
scher, our fellow townsman, whose 
growth as an artist and as an interpret- 
er of the moods of the Ozarks has 
brought him no little fame. The paint- 
ings to which I refer are “The Hills 
Aglow,” “Ozark Farms” and “Ozark 
Mystery,” the latter two but recently 
exhibited at local galleries. It is hoped 
that these three works will be again of- 
fered for public exhibition. They can 
do more to reveal the real Spirit of the 
Ozarks than any mere jumble of words 
could be expected to do. Nuderscher, 
with loving understanding, paints that 
wondrous region of-our state of which 
Bayard Taylor wrote: 

“T have traveled all over the world to 
find here in the heart of Missouri the 
most magnificent scenery human eye 
ever beheld.” Through all the can- 
vasses of Nuderscher the Spirit of the 
Ozarks launches its frresistible appeal.
